Wake County ARES got a quick wake-up call Tuesday 
afternoon, June 27. CP&L’s Shearon Harris nuclear plant had 
scheduled a drill for that day, but no plans had been laid for ham 
radio to play a part. At 4:50 PM, Reed Whitten AB4W called Ron 
Ford KG4FGA, acting Wake Coutny EC, and told him that 
county Emergency Management had just asked for an 
ARES callup. Hams were being asked to staff 
command posts in Fuquay-Varina, Holly Springs 
and Apex, a Fuquay staging area, and the county 
and state EOC stations. 


Ron made his first broadcast for help on the 
RARS 146.64 repeater, and | responded. Both 
Ron and | were mobile, but | headed home 
quickly to begin recruiting hams to assist. We 
both broadcast bulletins on all area repeaters, 
looking for volunteers. We didn’t use a telephone 
call-up list because we needed people who were on-the- 
air now. Also, the telephone list needs to be updated. 


The bulletins surprised hams who were just beginning their 
commute home, most of them with dinner and evening plans 
already in place. But within a few minutes, volunteers began 
responding, offering to put their plans on hold and travel to 
southern Wake County to help out. 


Butch Henion KF4AUF was one of the first to respond. Butch 
lives in Fuquay, but was still in south Raleigh when he heard the 
call. By 5:45, less than an hour from the first notification, Butch 
was on-site at the Fuquay elementary school staging area, 
surrounded by fire trucks and ambulances. 


Tim Nicholson KF4RTX (RARS’ acting Prez) was in RTP, heading 
toward north Raleigh. He asked if it would be worth diverting, 
since it would take a fairly long time to reach one of the com- 
mand posts. | recall responding that “I’d rather have someone 
on the way from a long way out, than no one on the way from 
close by.” Tim arrived at the Holly Springs area command post, 
the Fairview fire station on 1010 Rd., shortly after 6 PM. Greg 
Johnson KG4AWG joined him there a short while later. 


By 6:16 PM, Kevin Dunphy W4KJD (known until recently as 
KD4YRU), Ronnie Casey K4JDR, and KG4FJA converged on the 
command post at Fuquay Town Hall. Meanhile, Chris La Rue 
W4ADL and Bill Ward KD4ISF were working their way into the 
bowels of the Wake County Courthouse downtown, heading for 
the ham station at the county EOC, and Thomas Babb KF4JKQ 
(Central Carolina SKYWARN EC), went to the State EOC in the 
basement of the Administration Building on Jones St. Finally, 
once the other locations were staffed, | headed for the Apex area 


command post in west Cary, arriving at 6:50 pm. 


The hams at the command posts found representatives from 
local and county police, fire, EMS and emergency management 
agencies sitting around a table and... not doing much. The main 
point of the exercise, at least from the ham’s perspective, was 
just showing up. At the Apex Command Post, the phone would 
ring now and then, and the officers would log an update on the 
progress of the drill - an evacuation, a radiation reading, a 
facilities report. The hams were not asked to handle any 
communications. 


Acting EC KG4FJA said our participation was important 
because the entire county’s response was being 
evaluated by FEMA (the Federal Emergency 
Management Administration). Ron is planning on 
establishing a closer relationship with emergency 
management, and hams needed to fulfill their 
part in the activation plan to make that possible. 


Lessons Learned: 


The reason we drill is to find out what works and 
what doesn’t. We found one big problem - the 
radio equipment at the Wake EOC is old and obso- 
lete. Since the last time it was used, back during 

Hurricanes Dennis and Floyd last year, the PCRN 147.15 
repeater moved to 145.39 MHz, and began requiring 82.5 Hz 
tone. That repeater is usually used for Wake ARES activity and 
provides the best coverage of southern Wake County. 


While the old radios at Wake EOC would send tone, the tone 
frequency had to be programmed by soldering resistors on a 
circuit board matrix. Only 3 tones can be set that way, and most 
of the radio’s memories would not remember tone settings. 

None of the tones set in the radio were 82.5 Hz, and W4ADL and 
KD4ISF did not have the tools needed to reprogram the radio. 
Messages from the Wake EOC to the stations at the command 
posts had to be relayed by the state EOC station. 


Individual preparation is another lesson everyone can use 
before the next drill or activation. Several hams began scram- 
bling to program repeater frequencies and tones in their radios. 
This was for repeaters that they don’t normally use in their daily 
operations, but that were pressed into service for the drill. 


Two of the hams responding to staff command posts only had 
mobile radios. Their handhelds were sitting home on the shack 
desk. They had to run in and out from the meeting room to their 
car to check for messages and activity until another ham with a 
handheld arrived for backup. 


Despite the shortcomings, KG4FJA felt the operation was a 
success. We showed we could respond on short notice and 
provide the backup communications we claim we can. We 
raised ARES profile among hams in the county. And we learned 
about some problems we need to correct.

WASHINGTON, NC [UPDATE]: The FCC wrote ARRL-VEC 
Volunteer Examiners Leo C. Mallard Jr, W4KEM, Ronald J. 
Knapp, W9EF; Edward Gunter, N2VEA; and Robert E. Jones, 
KQ4PK, all of Kinston, North Carolina, on June 29, 2000, 
concluding an audit of an ARRL-VEC examination session in 
which the four are listed as participating Volunteer Examiners. 
The examination session took place July 30, 1999, in Washing- 
ton, North Carolina. 


The FCC advised it had reviewed the information provided by the 
VEs as well as all test materials and concluded the tests were 
valid. "Although procedures could have been more orga- 
nized, we find no irregularities in the session and have 
closed this matter," wrote FCC Special Counsel for Amateur 
Radio Enforcement Riley Hollingsworth. 


The ARRL-VEC had alerted the FCC to possible discrepancies at 
the session. The audit focused on Form 610 packages submitted 
for three Technician licensees. The FCC had asked the VEs for 
specific information involving erasure marks, check marks--some 
of which appeared to have been erased--and circles drawn 
around correct answers on answer sheets for one or more 
applicants. Hollingsworth thanked the four for their cooperation. 


And Now, The Rest Of The Story... 


Gary Pearce KN4AQ 


What’s it like to be the subject of an FCC in- 
quiry? The four VE’s mentioned in the story above 
found out it’s no fun. Ron Knapp W9EF gave the 
details to the Exciter. 


At the VE session in question, over a year ago in 
Washington, NC, several answer sheets were 
checked using the wrong overlay. (When VEs grade 
an exam, they place an acetate sheet with holes 
corresponding to the correct answers over the 
applicant's answer sheet, and mark the incorrect 
answers.) The VEs recognized their error, and had 
to change marks on several answer sheets to grade 
them correctly. They called the ARRL VEC to notify them that 
they would be receiving what would look like a “questionable” 
test session. And they were surprised by the reaction. 


The ARRL VEC decertified the VEs immediately, and notified the 
FCC of the questionable answer sheets. The FCC launched an 
audit of the session, and published notice of the audit. That 
notice was carried by the amateur press, including QST and the 
Exciter.

The FCC audit was conducted entirely by mail. The VEs were 


.. asked to detail their roles in the VE session, explain the question-

Kinston VEs waited... and waited. The FCC would not respond 
to inquiries by either the VEs or the ARRL. 


Finally, the VEs received a letter from the FCC with their findings. 
The VEs were cleared. 


Ron Knapp says he and his fellow VEs knew what the result 
would be from the beginning. But he was bothered by two 
things: the lack of support he received from the ARRL VEC, and 
the publication of the audit that appeared to paint the VEs as 
guilty. Having explained the situation in advance, he was 
surprised that the ARRL VEC reacted as it did. 


Rick Linquist N1RL, Senior News Editor for the ARRL, explained 
to the Exciter that the news articles originated with the FCC. 
Noting that the ARRL has published stories of the difficulties the 
W5YI-VEC has had recently, Rick says “The ARRL certainly 
would not want to be accused of sweeping under the carpet any 
questions raised about an ARRL-VEC session while continuing 
to publish allegations about other VECs' testing practices,” and 
that the ARRL did not attempt to “spin” the story in one direction 
or another. 


Rick says that the ARRL followed routine procedures in tempo- 
rarily decertifying the VEs and notifying the FCC. Those proce- 
dures do not presume guilt or innocence. Also, the ARRL-VEC 
“cannot play advocate for individual VEs if questions arise--no 
matter how simple and obvious the circumstances may seem to 
the individuals involved.” That would put the League in conflict 
with its responsibility to the integrity of the whole VE program. 


“The VEs whose privileges were suspended will be 
reinstated and ... the ARRL-VEC embraces the 
favorable conclusion(s) reached by the FCC,” Rick 
adds. 


RARS’ lead VE, Charlie Brown W4VFJ, agrees that a 
VEC’s procedures and policies can seem very strict. 
His agreement with the W5YI VEC states that the 
VEC can decertify VEs for any reason, or no reason. 
And they give Charlie the same authority over VEs at 
sessions he conducts.

Ron Knapp isn’t so sure he will continue as a VE. 
He says he feels bitter over the experience, “but I'm sure that 
over time, that will go away.” He plans to keep his ARRL Life 
Membership in place. 


And Ron adds this advice: “First, to aid anyone else who may be 
going through a similar experience, my advice is to answer all 
questions truthfully, don’t hold any answer back or try to work 
around issues. Then second, don’t bother the FCC while they 
fulfill their duties of investigation.” &

Dear fellow Hams, 


Let me introduce myself as a member of that growing sector of 
hams who live in family sub-divisions and apartments with 
restricted covenants. | love to operate QRP (low power being 
less than 5 watts output) on the HF bands. QRP has sharpened 
my awareness of the importance of an excellent antenna system. 
The brilliant article titled ‘Everything Works’ by N6BT in the July 
2000 QST demonstrates in a very clear and clever way that 
arguably ‘your enjoyment of Amateur Radio is directly related to 
your antenna-although 
anything will “work”. 


My antenna farm consists 
of a stealth 66ft windom 
antenna which | haul 60 feet 
into the trees in my small 
yard, generally under cover 
of darkness. This has given 
me many hours of enjoy- 
ment. It ‘works’ but how 
much better could it be? 
Very occasionally | have 
witnessed the magic of a 
large antenna array. You 
have to hear it to believe it! 


Looking for that dream antenna 
farm: Dick Hayter N4HAY, shown 
here at RARS Field Day 1999 


For sometime | have been 
thinking about how | could gain access to a really good antenna 
farm. A location where | could experiment to my heart’s content 
with antennas. DXCC with 50mW! The fact that | live ina 
restricted covenant neighborhood need not be a major limitation. 
Certainly my family does not want to move from our beautiful 
home. | have derived my needs as follows: 


1. Space enough to erect a number of wire antennas for the 
low bands and at least a single tower about 70 feet high for 
a multi element multi-bander for the high bands. 


2. No ‘show stopper’ covenants. 


3. The antenna farm located no more than 20 minutes drive 
from my house in Morrisville NC. This would allow me to 
drive to the location for a few hours of enjoyment with 
minimal disruption to family commitments. 


4. A good HAAT (Height-above-average-terrain). 


5. Accessible using a two-wheel-drive SUV. A short drive over 
a farm field would be acceptable. 


6. A-secure location to prevent vandalism (or one which could 
be made secure). 


7. The possibility to erect a small wooden ham shack, although 
this is not essential since it is possible to operate from the 
trailer of a vehicle which is towed or driven on-site. 


8. No electrical noise. ie no nearby high voltage power lines. 


9. Since | am operating QRP, | don’t need 110v supply. A 
battery-powered fan will keep me cool in summer for some 
hours and a propane heater will Keep me warm in winter. 


10. Low acoustic noise. (ie RDU flight-path not a good plan). 
11. Friendly neighbors. 


| am interested in any opportunities that will meet my need. | am 
willing to consider purchasing or leasing the location if neces- 


sary. Certainly | am willing to allow access to my equipment by 
others interested in the hobby. | will also take on any local 
ordinance planning requirements. 


So far my investigations have identified the following possibili- 

ties: 

¢ Small urban properties for sale in older neighborhoods with a 
small house on-site. (Generally these meet the need but will 


not be a good investment unless prepared to go into the home 
rental business). 


Small urban properties for sale that have not been developed. 
(These are less expensive but are generally not good as an 
investment and are located in very insecure areas). 


Larger properties for sale outside city limits. (These come near 
the mark although they can be insecure and are a longer drive). 


Residential properties for rent. (Expensive, unless a landlord 
will rent a space in the garden at a reasonable rate). 


Industrial properties for rent. | have made some progress with 
industrial park owners such as timber yards and trucking 
companies who have space on their property. (Here liability 
insurance is the challenge). 


Lease tower space on a cell tower. (Yet to be explored). 


Lease space in a farmland corner. This has very good possibili- 
ties and fits almost all requirements. (It is a challenge to 
communicate the idea to a non-ham farmer however. This has 
to be done before the dog is set on you)! 


Offer to work with interested community organizations such as 
ARES, Clubs, Schools and Churches. | would be willing to 
maintain the organization’s antenna farm and to allow free 
access to my antennas and equipment by the organization’s 
members. This is the option that appeals to me the most since 
it allows an opportunity to promote Ham Radio, help the 
sponsoring organization, in addition to meeting my needs. 


| would be most interested in establishing contact with anyone 
who has any experience, opportunities or ideas in this regard. | 
would also be very interested in working with anyone who may 
have a similar goal in mind. 


| feel that with some effort it will be possible to realize that dream 
antenna farm and, even better, help others, and promote ham 
radio in the process!
